HENRY FORD'S ECONOMICS 


[To the Editor]—In my opinion, Henry Ford 


stands out a? one of the greatest and foremost 
among men of this age in the practical fields 
of a nation's economics. 


From the viewpoint of an employee, Ford 


ranks foremost in the payment of better wages; 
from the viewpoint of production, Ford has 
made of himself a supreme master of economy 
and efficiency. 
As a railroad operator he has 


put into service an administrative wisdom, not 
possessed by any man or group of men either 
as operators or railroads, or agents of the gov- 
ernment in the regulation of these. As a na- 
tional character, Ford is one of the greatest 
human assets for real progress that this or any 
other nation holds within its territorial boun- 
daries. 


And why all this distinction to Mr. Ford? 


Simply because he is one of the very few men 
who has an unbiased and open mind, great 
enough to grasp the true facts in operative eco- 
nomics, and applies sound reasoning powers 
thereby enabling him to assemble these facts 
into a working national (Ford) economics. 


Wnat are some of the most Important facts 


that Ford has observed? The financial end of 
economics; and particularly our National Me- 
dium of Exchange. 


Ford's theories on the latter have already 


been severely criticised, but to no greater extent 
than all other new theories; for it seems to be 
a natural law of the illustrious sheep-mind of 
man to follow old beaten trails (precedents) 
oven though these have worn themselves into 
trenches so deep down that their walls threaten 
to cave-in, burying their travelers alive. Ford 
must expect attacks from all those who wax fat 
on interest. 


The briefest and most elementary review of 


the evolution of money (mediums of exchange) 
in our country show that Mr. Ford has made a 
wonderful move in a forward direction which 
i? not yet recognized as such by his adverse 
critics. 


The first medium of exchange used by and, 


between the colonist and Indians, consisted of 
white and black beads (ornamental property). 
The next noteworthy change in the colonial 
commerce, was the use of Ware-house Receipts 
as mediums of exchange which later were based 
upon tea, coffee, rice, sugar, cotton, tobacco, 
etc., etc. (perishable property). 
Then came 


the Colonial Bank Notes based upon the land 
in the Great Northwest Territory (imperish 
nble property). 


All of the foregoing money failed to provide 


a desirable medium of exchange. 
From an 


abundance of experience all in relation to prop- 
erty, the selsrtion of gold and silver as mediums 
of exchange wsre finally determined upon and 
embodied in the U. S. Constitution. 


Up to this time mediums of exchange were 


based upon property. 
However, the lack of 


sufficient precious metal forced the government 
particularly in more recent times to is-ue 
money based in whole or in part upon promises 
(debts) to pay the face value thereof in gold. 


It seems very clear that in the evolution of 


money, no kind of physical property has an- 
swered the requirements upon which to base 
the. right kind of money. Our present money 
being nothing other than a circulating liability 
based in whole or in part upon interest bearing 
securities, is, in the scale of value, far and much 
beneath the most primitive property-money. 


No one can logically claim that money based 


on debts is better than money based upon phy- 
sical property, for such property constitutes an 
asset, whereas debts are always liabilities. 


Mr. Ford must have realized the fact that 


our present monetary system is wrong; and 
he has certainly presented to us a new idea, for 
he discards all physical property in a static 
condition, and discards all interest power it 
debts, and in place of the foregoing suggests 
the Kinetic power of inorganic energy.. The men 
who summarily denounce Ford are guilty of 
punishing' him when as -a matter of fact he 
deserves to be praised. I do not wholly approve 
of Ford's plan offered to the government in or- 
uer to finance the completion of the nitrate 
plant at Muscle Shoals, for I have, this to *av,
